And this my ſimple admonition 
thinke not eee but a thing ten- 
ding to win the weaker fort to mote wil- 
lingnes to this diuine exerciſe of prayer, 
a thing not new, yet needtull: a ching old 
and ancient, long agoe practiſed of the 
pooreſt, exerciſed of the moſt excellent 
and godly of the earth, the Prophets, the 
Patriarchs, the Apoſtles, and of Chriſt 

himſelfe, che paterne of piety: who gaue 
the

the firſt plot of perfect Prayer, of his own 
propoſing, moſt plaine,pure, precious, & 
profound, in theſe words; Our Father 
which art in heauen, c. To the ſubſtance 
whereof, although there can be nothiug 
added, not from thence any thing can be 
takẽ away, without manifeſt impiety: yet 
are wee not ſo ſtrictly tied to the words 
thereof onely, but that wee may accor- 
ding to our ſcuerall occibione(which are 
infinite) di late vpõ the ſame to our com- 
fort in him, without offence to the maie- 
ſty of God, if it bee done in true xcale, 
without the which, euen the moſteffectu- 
al praier is ſin. I cannot but confeſſe, that 
great is the frailty remaining in mee, 
which in my trauaile in this practiſe hath 
greatly hindred me: & many are the va- 
nities of my mind, which in my chiefeſt 
deſire haue miſcatried me. Vet ſuch hath 
beene the fauour of my heauenly Father, 
that he hath hĩtherto aſſiſted me, and to 
my comfort hath performed that, which 
of mine owne proper power, wiſedome 
and will, I could not performe. And theſe 
prayers, which in this little Volume thou 
ſhalt finde, haue beene to mee not a little 
comfortable, and to the faithfull, exerci- 
ſing them, they wil be profitable, of what- 
ſoeuer eſtate, degree, calling, or mini- 
ſtery they be; although] preſume not to 

teach

reach,butdeſirctobetaught: and expect 
no praiſe, but euen in heart yeeld all the 
praiſe to him that was, and is the guide 
and ſtay of all that truely ſecke to ſerue 
him. Which I beſeech him to grant ys 
faithſully at all times to doe: not onely in 
the outward word, with the lips only, and 
with a ſnew alone, but with the inward 
affectiõ of the heart, with the longing de- 
ſire of the ſoule, & the ardent conſent of 
all the powers of our bodies. So ſnall our 
prayers pleaſe him, and euen the grones 
of our hearts, which paſſe in ſilence, ſhall 
preſent our cauſe before the Tribunal 
ſeat of our good God, who is alwales neer 
at hand, and ready to performe what is 
moſt neceſſary for our eſtates in this life, 
which in reſpect is but a ſpan long: yea, 
could we live a thouſand yeeres, it were 
bur as one day. We may not too much re- 
gard the oucr-danity maintenance of our 
corporall eſtates; we may not ouer-curi- 
ouſly ſecke the meanes to become admi- 
rable in reſpect of our authority, of our 
riches, of our friends, and of our carnall 
pleaſures, wherewith alas our weake na- 
tures,our fraile conceits, andour carnall 
deſires are often beguiled, and our poore 
ſoules often dangered and miſcarricd, 
Wherefore it behoueth vs carefully, 
firſt and before all things, to ſeeke . 
King- 
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Kingdome of GOD, the way, the 
meanes, and the guide thereunto; which 
is not to bee fought elſewhere , but 
in the Word of G O D by prayer. It is 
not in the outward view; and therefore 
to bee ſought from aboue , and to be in- 
wardly receiued and comprehended by 
faith. It is the kingdome of the myſte- 
ries of G OD. It is the keeping of his 
Commandements, and che due obedi- 
ence vnto his will. The way thereunto 
is by gracc(the gift of GOD) which hee 
gjucth to them that faithfully aske it. 
The meanes to helpe vs thereunto, is 
Chriſt the Sonne of GO D: who ſit- 
ting at the right hand of the Father, ob- 
taineth and ſendeth vs that grace, which 
guideth vs; and giveth all things elſe, 
both ſpirituall and Worldly, that he 


ſeeth necdfull for vs. But notw.Uiſtan- 


ding this ſingular benꝭfit of the media- 
tion of Chriſt vnto his Father for vs, 
wee are not diſcharged of this neceſſary 
exerciſe of Prayer; but ſo much the 
more enioyned to the executing there- 
of continua;ly, inſtantly, faith ully and 
zealoufly, for the graces of God: which 
are the things, without the which, all 
our prayers, all our ſpecches, bee they 
many or few, be they Jowd or filent, bee 


they of what kinde or ſhew ſoeuer, a-

uaile nothing. But wee muſt firſt found 


all our deſires and prayers vpon an yti- 
doubted faith, vec muſt powre them 
from the very: bottome of our hearts, 
and continue them in a godly patience, 
and all in the name of CHRIST 
IESVS: in whole name, and for whoſe 
ſake, all things neceſſary are promii.d 
to bee giuen to thoſe that aske accor- 
ding to the will of G O D. Wherein wee 
muſt note, that wee are not permitted 
raſhly to deſire any thing according to 
the deſire of flcſhly imaginations, bee it 
in our owne conceits ncuer ſo mecte 
and neceflary , for the wiſedome of the 
fleſh is fooliſhneſſe before GO D. Bur 
we muſt firſt duely conſiden what directi- 
on the Word of G O D giueth vs in that 
behalfe: and then in all humility, to re- 
paire vnto the fountaine from whence 
that gift (for which wee pray) muſt 
come; to wit, C H RIS J, the meane to 
obtaine gcod ſucceſſe in our petiti- 
ons. Wee are ſinfull, and therefore 
great, yea, the greateſt occaſion to flie 
vnto GO D, is for the ſorgiueneſſe of 
ſinnes, and in this point haue all men 
cauſe to vſe this exerciſe. For who ſo 
is ſinfull and ſeeking no redreſſe for 
that ſore, and dieth of that diſcaſe, lie is 
in perill of death eternall. And if any 
man

man (in his owne conceite) 1 


himſelfe from ſinne, and ſuppoſe him- 
ſelfe free from falling before God, in 
ſome grieuous offence, and therein 
flatter himſelfe, and refuſe to repaire 
vnto GOD for pardon of his ſinne, 
great is the danger, that that little 


ſparke of Preſumption may inkindle 


in ſuch a ſoule, to his vtter condem- 
nation. Wherefore great is the occa- 
ſion, which the ſinne of euery day, 
yea of euery houre miniſters vnto the 
iuſt, to call vnto GOD not onely for 
pardon, but for ſtrength to vnderſtand 
that, which often at ynayares ouer- 
commeth the moſt godly. Wee muſt 
therefore, N this behalfe, bee carefull 
to repaire vnto the head of our comfort 
here, IE SVS CHRIST the Lambe 
of God that taketh away the ſins of the 
World. 

Many are the worldly occaſions which 
force euery man to ſecke reliefe at the 
hand of GOD, which wee are not one- 
ly permitted, but commanded to doc: 
notby our owne corrupt and perucrſe 
meanes , which wee are not onely not 
permitted, but forbidden to vſe. Wee 
muſt duely weigh, and carefully con- 
ſider our wants: for great are the er- 
rours of fleſh and bloud in this be- 
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halfe. For wee ſee, that our long con- 
tinuance in Jicentions and wilfull liber- 
tie in this point of negligence to ſerue 
GOD, is more then in the dayes of our 
forefathers; for when they were in 
diſtreſſe, when they were in danger, 
when they were in moſt perillous eſtate, 
they fiſ-laimed their one meanes, and 
cleaued vnto the prouidence of GOD , 
they forſooke the ayde of the fleſh, and 
framed their defires according vnto 
the ſpirit: Elias in the Wilderneſſe, 
Daniel in the Lyons Den, Ioſeph in pri- 
fon, Dauid in diſtreſſe, and all the holy 
ones in the old time, in all their troubles, 
left worldly truſt, and addreſſed them- 
lelues onely to the ayde of the liuing 
God: not refuſing ſuch Iawfull meanes, 
as in bis wiſedome hee prouided , and 
that paſt all humane hope. The chil- 


- dren of Iſrael hee deliuered through 
he Red Sea, iu time of danger: he gauc 


tem both food and water by vnex- 
pected meanes: hee deliuered Peter, 
Paul, and others from the enemics 
hands miraculouſly in his wiſedome: 
and hee worketh fo for all that truſt in 
him at this day. For his good will and 
loue is not diminiſhed, nor his power 
and louing hand ſhortned, but in his 
wonted loue, hee helpeth all that relye 


vpon

ypon him. Bur ſuch is the peruerſe 


crookedneſſe of mans nature, that now 
in theſe dayes they ſtriue euen to deny 
the abilitie of GOD in working for 
his: and by their actions they Pinke 
that the arme of God is weakened, his 
power leſſened, and his care of his 
children not to bee as then it was. 
And therefore they relye vpon the 
ayde of man, the helpe of fleſh and 
blood. the ſtrength of their owne 
arme, the wiſedome of their owne 
pates, and the imagination of their 
owne heads, the broken reed of #- 
gypt: wherein they diſclaime the helpe 
of GO D, the mercy, the loue, the care 
and prouidence of the moſt higheſt. 
For alas doe we not ſec, that how ma- 
ny ſorts of men, ſo many meanes to 
maintaine their eſtates? The rich, in- 


to whoſe hands GO D hath vouchſafed 


his gifts, they giue glory to thei? 
owne deuices, and preſume vpon thelr 
owne Jones 3 keeping their ſtore 
for a dcare yeere ; whereas the will 
of GOD in ging, is to the reliefe 
of their needy brethren. Now , for 
that the will of GOD is broken, the 
re oppreſſed , and themſelues there- 

y highly endangered, they ſhew them- 
ſelues vnfaithfull in the prouidence 


of 
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of G OD, in chat they feare, that if they 
give, they ſhall impoueriſh themſelues. 
They thinke nothow God wrought with 
the bounrifull Widdow of Sare pta, Elias 
heſleſſe, in multiply ing that,» hereof thee 
liberally gaue for his ſake. They rather 
fooliſhly indeauour to heape vp riches, 
not knowing who ſhall inioy them: they 
purchaſe lands, and know not who ſhall 

| inherit them: they build gay houſes, and 
know not whe ſhall poficfle ihem; and 
| Hatter themſe lues, and ſay, Soule, take 
thine eaſe; when death ſtandeth at the 
doore, ready to take their ſoule from 
them, And being thus cheaked with the 
riches of the world, the remembrance cf 
che ſeruice of GOD is baniſhed to the 
materiall Church, where if they preſent 
ithemſelues on ihe Sabbath day, they 
Ithinke it a ſefficient diſcharge to heare 
| ;rhe ordinary ſeruice, when all the reſt of 
the day they ſpend in worldly confe- 
4rence, and prophane exerciſe worſe then 
the reſt of the weeke. alas, what deuo- 
grion appeare ch in theſe perſons? I ſpeake 
dur to them, whole conſcience ſhz ll ac- 
Fuſe chemſe lues. God grant a ſpeedy refor- 
mation without compulfion. God will not 

de mocked. 

' Now, for the poore alflicted encs, 
great is the frailtie remaining in the 
i 1 moſt 
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Moſt: God grant patience to all. Such is 
the common courſe of fleſh and blood, ac- 


companied with diſtreſſe, that for the moſt 


part, eicher violence, or impatience, or wil. 
full rebellion againſt God, is che effect of 
their conceits, touching their hard eſtate, 
And ſo far vnlike Chriſtians( for the meſt 


part) are we, that we, in ſtead ofbeing fol- 
lowers of him, deny him: in ſtead of pati- 


ent acceptance of his croſſe, we wilfully 


by theft, by violence, and by blood. And if 
opportunity ierue to neither of theſe, we 
euen take counſell of Iobs wife, to curſe 
GOD, and (in brutiſn manner) to leaue 
the beſt refuge, namely, to repaire to 
GOD, and at his hands to ſceke that 
wi. ich in good time he giueth to all, in 
faich deſiring it; vhether it bee reliefe in 
pouerty with Elzas ; freedome from bon- 


dage with Daniel; deliuery from our ene- 


mies, with Pawid; or comfort in all di. 
ſtreſſes, with the children of Iſrael. Wee 


ſeeke wrong meanes in ſuch diſtreſſe, 
wherein wee erre, not knowing that at 


GOD was louing vnto Iſrael, ſo hee 


is louing vnto all that loue him truly, that 
call vpon him faithfully, that attend his aid 
patiently, and obey his will duely. There 
is no cauſe why any man ſtands doubtfull 
ef reliefe at che hands of him chat neuer 
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caſt it offby means vnlawfull, by robbery, 


faileth

failerh to performe that which he promi- 
ſed: for if wee aske, wee ſhall haue; if we 
ſeeke, wee ſhall finde; if we-knocke, hee 
will open-the gate of his mercies, and 
Ware dew of his bleſſings plenti- 


ully vpon vs, not regarding the perſon 


of any, but the obedient hearts of all. 
And therefore may the ſinner penitent, 
the rich man truly libe ra ll, and the poore 
diſtreſſed man faithful}, (to their com- 
forts) reſort to the Throne of GO D, in 
prayers, and bee aſſuredly he ard to their 
aſſured pardon in the blood of Chriſt, to 
their comfort, as well in pouerty as in a- 

bundance. | 
It reſteth now that wee pray one for 
another ; for our gracious King, thar 
GOD may be pleaſed in mercy Iong to 
ee him a King ouer vs, and that 
ee may continue a jioyfull Father in 
our Engliſh Iſrael For all other Chri- 
ſtian Kings, we muſt likewiſe pray, that 
GOD will increaſe in them the ſpirit of 
wiſdome and fauor re the diſtreſſed flocks 
vnder their ſeuerall charges and gouern- 
ments. We muſt be mindfull of cur poore 
Chriſtian brethren, both at heme and elſe- 
where: and for the aduerſaries of GODS 
truth (chat now beginne to aſſaile vs, as 
wee ſee, and whom GO D himſelfe hath 
ouerthrowne, to ineourage vs) chat ei-

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ther it may pleaſe himto conuert them, or 
to tue their forces from vs: and that it 
might pleaſe him in mercy to direct the 
lives and conuerſatiors of his Min, ſters, 
that they by his ſpirit may preach both 
truly and boldly. And leſt their loo ie lives 
ſhould be a ſlander vnto his Word, let vs 
pray that his grace may hold them from 
alling into that, which the Arch-enemy

| For as the mind ouercarried with doubt, 
either of being relieved in reſpeR of a 
low eſtate, wnhour fome ſweer com- 
fort, carrieth the Soule to deſela- 
tion, and layeth (as it were) before 
the eyes of the naturall man, nothing 
but humane deuices and policies of 
: reaſon, to intangle the poere ſoule in 
the net of vtter de ſpaire, or dangerous 
pfteſumption, which both are euill: 
So a ſlayed confidence in the merits of 
Chriſt, in true refomatien of life, 
+ baniſheth all feare of death and hel, 
in reſpe@ of ſinne, and reſting truely 
vpon the prouidence of GOD, to re- 
ceiue in his good time, things requiſite 
for our bodies, expelleth all feare of peri- 
ſhing, in reſpe& of a low and miſerable 
eſtate in this life. Without finne no man 
Jiueth, and therefore a neceſſarie medi-

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euils: the end miſerable, in'diſcaſes, in 
ficKnefle, in weakeneſſe, dildained of all, 
and caſt off at laſt as duſt of the earth, and 


dung of the field, the fatteſt, the faireſt, the 
fineſt, the wiſeſt, the wantonneſt, and 


world lieſt, be ing meate for the wormes. 
Let no man chen glory of a rich, er bee 
diſmaied at a poore eſtate; but acknow- 
ledge, that the rich as well as the poore, 


the King as well as the begger, the high- 


eſt as well as the loweſt, all and euery 
one hath need of this medicine of pray: 
er, t bee either deliuered from a mi- 
ſerable eſtate preſent, or from caſuall 


calamities ſo common to all, if not 


at one me, yet at another. Ihe Sunne 
riſcth ſhining, it may ſer ſhowing, there 
is no eſtate permanent, but hath in it 
varietie in procceding,and.akeration in 


the end. But theſe counſels are rcdious
